The Mall Jobs Housing 


The Washington Star calls it a 
"center of controversy ". Area residents 
call it a center of disappointment—and 
worse. Waterside Mail is changing# but 
it is not# probably never will be# the 
urban# regional shopping center planners 
intended. 

Not surprisingly the Mall is also a 
major# continuing center of ANC attention. 
Early in the year the ANC discovered that 


Have you noticed the license plates 
on the cars parked at a construction site 
in the District? Three-fourths are likely 
to be'from "out of state". Even on con¬ 
struction projects funded directly from 
D. C. tax funds# a majority of the workers 
typically are from the suburbs. Mean¬ 
while the unemployment rate in low income 
areas of the District—including those in 
SW/SE—remain tragically high. 


Well over half the oeoole who live in 
SW/SE—as is typical of the city as a 
whole—live in aoartments. No wonder 
then that rent control has been one of their 
orime concerns—when they weren’t worry¬ 
ing about condo conversion. 

For a number of these tenants#ih» D.C.

Bresler and Reiner proposed to rent 
ground floor space to the Census Bureau 
for (temporary) offices. The B. W. Urban 
Renewal Plan, however, restricts 
non-retail use on the ground floor in two 
ways. First it must not cover more than 
25% of the space. Second, it must 
serve the S. W. community. The Census 
Bureau rental thus violated both of these 
conditions—at least in our view. The 
Southwest Neighborhood Assembly and 
the ANC both protested this latest 
violation to the Mayor and City 
Administrator.

CRIME 

If you haven’t been robbed, assaulted, 
or burglarized chances are that you know 
someone who has been. Ironically, it wasn't 
long after residents of the Capitol Park 
townhouses petitioned the ANC and other 
government bodies for more police protec¬ 
tion that a judge was shot down on the 
street at night in an incident that generated 
front page headlines. 

In another widely publicized crime a 
deaf professor was brutally murdered in the 
parking garage of his apartment building. 
Even before th® e sensational crimes only 
30% of the residents living along 4th St. 
south of M street, S.W. who responded to 
a SWNAssembly questionnaire, said that 
they felt that police orotection in the area 
was adequate. 

Crime, and the fear of crime, cuts 
across all sections of the ANC area—geo¬ 
graphically, racially, and economically. 

One of the largest turnouts for a community 
meeting during the last year occurred for a 
meeting on police services in the SW/SE 
area. J~j 


TRAFFIC 

Government regulates many aspects 
of our daily lives. One of the most per¬ 
vasive and least dramatic is traffic 
control. How many of us have been 
frustrated driving along M St SW by 
the lack of through streets and the pro¬ 
hibition on U-tums? This problem was 
finally explained to the DC Deoartment 
of Transportation (DOT) by the ANC and 
the Save Our Mall Committee. And 
with assistance from the City Adminis¬ 
trator's office, the DOT, in record time 
agreed to permit U-turns at 4th and 6th 
St SW. 

DC DOT also asked the ANC—as 
required by the ANC law—for its com¬ 
ments on the District's right-tum-on-red 
(RTOR) regulations. The ANC recommend¬ 
ed against relaxing the ban on RTOR at 
several area intersections. Unfortunately 
DOT didn't take the suggestions. (If you 
have noticed any problems caused by RTOR 
or any other traffic problems, like the lack 
of stop signs, etc., let us know!) Q 


DRUGS 


Although our claim of a SWURP 
violation was never resolved, the con¬ 
troversy did lead to the revitalization 
of the Mayor*s Task Force on Waterside 
Mall and the apDOintment of Veronica 
Pace as the administration's soecial 
Mall "trouble-shooter". 

Prodding from the Mayor’s office--which 
in turn was prodded by the ANC and SOM— 
may have been resoonsible for Bresler and 
Reiner's decision to go ahead with the Eye 
Street addition to the Mall. Exercising its 
legal authority the ANC reviewed the plans 
before construction. A special review 
panel, including two local architects, was 
set up. Based on the panel's finding, the 
ANC recommended some small changes in 
the plans to make the new wing more acces¬ 
sible to the street and the rest of the Mall. 

During FY 80 construction was also 
completed on the new, expanded Safeway. 

At long last one of the Mall's worst eye¬ 
sores and safety hazards was removed. A 
number of aesthetic improvements were also 
made to the Mall, thanks to the District 
Building's intervention. Lights were 
. replaced, garbage cans were repainted, 
dirty windows were draped, etc. Neverthe¬ 
less the fundamental problems of the Mall's 
function in the neighborhood--the lack of 
retail soace, its failure to be a true "Town 
Center" — still olague us. The ANC con- 



ENDANGERED SPECIES? Buses serving 
SW/SE have become an endangered species. 
The ANC has joined repeatedly with others 
to fight service reductions. 


The headlines are not as shrill as 
they once were, but heroin addiction 
aoDears to be a growing Droblem once 
more. The SHACK (for Services to Help 
Addicts Come Klean) drug abuse clinic, 
at New Jersey and K, SE, reoorts nearly 
a doubling of "cases" during the last 
year. Most of the people coming to the 
clinic live in the SW/SE area. While its 
case-load is increasing, the clinic, like 
most other city health facilities, has 
suffered a reduction in staff and a con¬ 
stant shortage of supplies. Knowledge¬ 
able observers say that a large part of 
the increase in drug addiction is due to 
a surge in the availability of heroin on 
the street. Coupled with this, they say, 
is a lack of police action against drug 
dealers operating in the ANC area.Q

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SCHOOL GAINS. Teachers and area school children are hard at work. 

And their efforts are paying off. Math and reading scores have continued 
to go up. In almost every case, SW/SE schools report that 1980 scores 
are at least 1/2 year higher than 1978's. The most spectacular gains 
have been posted by Jefferson Jr High. Reading scores for the 9th grade 
jumped from 6.8 in 1978 to 8.2 in 1979 and in 1980 they rose to 10.4, 
a half grade above national norms; math scores went from 6.0 to 10.2'. 













JOBS, con't 

The few number of locally employed 
construction workers amidst so much new 
construction also contrasts with Federal 
and local laws promising jobs to local 
residents. Along with Friendship House 
and Southwest House the ANC has worked 
aggressively to see that these laws are- 
enforced, Together with the two settle¬ 
ment houses the ANC has developed a 
referral system so that area residents 
have a better chance to land jobs on new 
developments .in the SW/SE area. Progress, 
however, after a decade of indifference 
has been slow. 

Our first target was the office and 
hotel complex being developed (''Federal 
Center Plaza") by Donohoe Construction 
Despite great effort, the only tangible 
accomplishment was in getting Donohoe 
to submit hiring data to the ANC in accord¬ 
ance with city policy; only a handfull of 
area residents were hired. We are now 
working to get Donohoe—which will own 
the Holiday Inn as well as the office 
building—-to make up for this poor record 
by hiring and training SW/SE residents for 
permanent jobs. 

Across the street from the Donohoe 
development, Boston Properties and Hyman 
Construction are building still another 
office building, "Capitol Gallery". Two 
years ago they signed an agreement with 
the ANC and the two neighborhood 
. houses to hire and train local workers. 
Despite their apparent greater commitment, 
they have done only slightly better than 
Donohoe in hiring local residents. 
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CHECKING PROGRESS. Representatives 
from SW/SE organizations, including ANC 
2D, meet weekly with developers of 
Capitol Gallery to review their progress 
in hiring area residents. 


PROTEST. D. C. Jobs Coalition members 
protest lax enforcement of laws to provide 
DC residents jobs and apprenticeship 
training. 

Because of the frustration that we 
encountered in getting contractors to hire 
D. C. residents and getting D. C. govern¬ 
ment officials to respond to the situation, 
the ANC has joined forces with a number 
of other community organizations from 
other parts of the city. Calling itself the 
D. C. Jobs Coalition, the group has met 
with the City Administrator and heads of 
several departments. In response to this 
pressure ha Mayor has ordered that 51% of 
the work on the Convention Center should 
be performed by D. C. residents and has 
set up a high level task force chaired by 
Human .Rights Chief, Anita Shelton, to 
coordinate enforcement procedures under 
District government contracts. 

Providing jobs to underemployed and 
unemployed D. C. residents, and pro¬ 
viding them needed training is important 
for a number of reasons. It will help 
break the cycle of poverty. This in turn 
can help reduce crime. Moreover, increas¬ 
ing thepumber of jobs for D. C. residents 
will mean more District tax-payers and 
fewer tax-consumers. 

Like most other citizens the ANC was 
very unhappy with the operation of the 
Summer Jobs Program. Recognizing that 
the program provided needed income for 
many youth and that many received a very 
good experience, the ANC was distressed 
that so many got their checks late and also 
that they had little chance to do anything 
useful. The ANC passed a resolution 
explaining its views and asking the D. C. 
government to institute various reforms; 
the resolution was also sent to other ANCs 
for their endorsement. Q

COMMENTS 

For the last several years the ANCs have 
operated at less than the amount called for 
under the Home Rule charter. Even though 
the Mayor and the City Council have bud— 
geted the full amount, the Congress has 
appropriately only about half. ANC 2D 
received $16,250 in FY80 as its per capita 
share of the total ANC allocation. This 
is approximately 904 per resident. 

In addition to the problem in obtaining 
full funding, we have been hampered by 
the DC government's slowness in sending 
us our operating funds. Typically, the 
money for a given quarter of the year does 
not arrive until the quarter is at least 
half over. (The September 30, 1980 ran 
out before the first payment of 1981 was 
received and the ANC could not meet its 
payroll.) 

It should be noted that we spent $19,464 
in FY79 compared to $16,365 in FY80. We 
were able to spend more money in FY79 
than we could in FY80 because we still 
had available the "reserve" fund that we 
had carried—over from the first year of 
ANC activity when we were not yet fully 
geared-up. (Now that the reserve fund 
no longer exists it is all the more impor¬ 
tant that the DC government alter its pro¬ 
cedures so that we receive our operating 
funds in a more timely manner.) The big¬ 
gest change in expenses was the subsidy 
to the South wester; the monthly contri¬ 
bution in FY79 of $270 was reduced to 
$70 a month, a savings of $2,400. Q 


What -C6 an Advtbony Nzighbonhood Communion? 

An ANC is a new, nonpartisan neighborhood organization made up of locally 
elected representatives, called Commissioners, who serve without pay. ANC elections 
are held every two years in conjunction with School Board elections. The ANCs are 
a unique feature of the District's Home Rule and were approved in a referendum by 
District voters in May 1974 and the first elections were held in 1976. 

What do ANCa do? 

The ANCs' main job is to be their neighborhood's official voice in advising the 
District government (and Federal agencies) on things that affect their neighborhoods. 
This includes zoning, streets, recreation, education, social services, sanitation, 
planning, safety and health. The. ANCs also initiate recommendations to the District 
government for improving services, conduct neighborhood improvement programs, and 
monitor resident complaints about city services. 

Do the. AMC4 have any pouioji? 

Compared to the Mayor or the City Council, the ANCs have little formal power. 
The law (DCL 1-58) does say that District agencies must give "great weight" to the 
advice they receive from the ANCs, and it says that they cannot take any action that 
will affect a neighborhood unless they give the appropriate ANC 30 days notice in 
advance. In addition, the ANCs receive District funding and have the power to rent 
office space and hire their own staff. At the same time, the law bars them from 
incorporating or initiating law suits. The ANCs’ most important power, however, is 
unofficial; it is the power of involved and concerned citizens.’

(3.01 G, 101 G, and 201 Eye). Their landlord 
has gone to HUD to "preempt" the D, C. 
rent control. Like most of the buildings 
in the SW urban renewal, the Capitol Park 
buildings are insured by HUD. Therefore 
the Federal government reserves the right 
to overturn local law when they believe 
the building is in "economic jeopardy." 

The tenants, with suoport from the ANC, 
tried to stop HUD from preempting; 
although unsuccessful, they did manage 
to scale down the orooosed increases. 
Meanwhile with the rent control law due 
to exoire at the end of the fiscal year, 
local tenant grouos joined the city-wide 
effort to extend the law. The ANC assisted 
these efforts by contributing $50 to the 
Emergency 'Committee to Save Rental 
Housing and endorsing a tenants' rally held 
during the summer. 

HOTEL CONVERSION 

Rental housing is also threatened at 
800 4th Street ("Capital Park Apartments”). 
The landlord in this case is attempting to 
convert the 400 unit building to a hotel 
("Capital International"). It is "con¬ 
version by attrition”—as tenants move 
out their units are rented on a daily 
rather than monthly or yearly basis. The 
tenants, with support from the ANC, have 
gone to the Rental Accomod tions Commis¬ 
sion charging that the daily rents, in 
effect, violate the rent control ceiling. 

If the loss of scarce rental housing 
were not enough, conversion of 800 4th 
Street will'bring additional problems. 
Hotels bring traffic and noise. There are 
ho children who live at 800 and attend 
Amidon School across the street in 1980. 
With conversion this number will dwindle 
to zero. Since D. C. school revenues 
are distributed on a per head basis, 

Amidon will lose money. In addition 
there will be fewer middle income students 
impeding Amidon*s progress toward eco¬ 
nomic integration. The conversion of 
apartments into hotel units is not just a 
problem for the unlucky tenants, but a 
problem for the city as a whole. Con¬ 
version means fewer permanent residents 
which means fewer people to pay income 
taxes and it means unwelcome changes 
in the character of our neighborhoods. 

PUBLIC HOUSING 

The District has begun an .xtensive 
$5 million- dIus orogram to rehabilitate the 
James Creek public housing comolex built 
during World War II. While residents of 
the 267 units between M and O, Canal and 
Half, can look forward to new homes, 
residents of the other 1,400 units in the 
ANC 2D area can expect continued deterio¬ 
ration of their buildings. 

Although some imorovements have been 
made in the oublic housing maintenance 
system, the repair backlog is still years 
long and the cost of needed imorovements 
and modernization is several times the 
current repair budget. Residents who 
endure lack of heat and hot water during 
the winter, window screens during the 
summer, and unprotected lobbys all year 
around can only exoect these conditions 
to continue. Q 





Finally, two years ago renovation began 
on the Arthur Capper Senior-Citizen building 
(601 L Street, S. £.). Continuing problems 
with the contractor and renovation work, 
however, have delayed the reopening of 
this much needed facility. 


Picture the Gulf gas station on the 
corner of South Caoitol and M. Now 
imagine a 400-room convention hotel. 
Moving down toward the waterfront, 
imagine several new office buildings, 
highrises, and townhouses replacing the 
bus garage, the old homes, and the 
various auto repair shops and warehouses. 

This is Caoitol Gateway. The District 
government gave the Capitol Gateway- 
CorDoration (a subsidiary of Dravo Coro) 
a contract to prepare a feasibility study 
and a develooment plan. Caoitol Gateway 
Corporation has now proposed that the 
District government use its power of 
eminent domain to take the land from the 
current owners and turn it over to CGC 
for develooment. 

The ANC is in favor of improving the 
area. At the same time, however, the 
ANC has a number of important concerns. 

' First of all, the ANC has been con¬ 
cerned about the 20-30 families living 
in the area. They must have alternate, 
and affordable, housing. A related issue 
is the need to use this development to 
meet the area's pressing need for addi¬ 
tional low and moderate income housing. 
The ANC has joined other area organiza¬ 
tions in asking that at least 20% of the 
new housing be reserved for low and 
moderate income families. 

Because the District government will 
be asked to play such a heavy role in this 
develooment—it will assembly the land, 
provide direct and indirect subsidies—the 
ANC would also like the CG project to 
pay the best possible "dividend" to the 
District. 

BUS GARAGE MAY RELOCATE 


If the Capitol Gateway development 
gets the go-ahead, the Metro bus garage 
at Half and M, SE will have to move. Con¬ 
sultants hired by WMATA suggest that the 
garage be relocated under the Freeway on 
Eye St, between New Jersey and lst,SE. 
WMATA is now completing an environ¬ 
mental impact statement. When it is 
finished WMATA will hold a public hearing. 
The Commission has been monitoring these

CONDO MANIA. The spectre of involuntary condominium conversion 
haunted residents of more than 2100 rental units in our area. Their 
landlords had requested "certificates of eligibility" to convert their 
buildings. The ANC responded to this situation by throwing its support 
to a bill, now law, that bans conversion unless a majority of the ten¬ 
ants vote for it. Nevertheless, by year's end Carrollsburg and Finley 
House had been converted. Tenants at Tel Court were luckier; they 
completed a tenant-initiated conversion to a housing co-op. 


developments. Area residents who have 
questions or concerns about this matter, 
or similar issues of planning and land 
use, should contact the ANC. 

PARCEL 49 

The "Portal Site" (Parcel 49) is one 
of.the last vacant spots left in the SW 
Urban Renewal Plan (SWURP) area. It 
is bounded by 12, 14th, D, and Maine, 
SW. The District is preparing to open 
it up for private development. While 
the use of the land is spelled out in 
SWURP, the terms of development are 
up to the city. In reviewing the draft 
prospectus drawn up by the Housing 
Department, the ANC urged city offi¬ 
cials to make sure that they turn the 
land over to developers who will pro¬ 
vide the most opportunities to D. C. 
residents, from investing in the con 1 - 
struction to getting jobs and training. □

Washington Design Center 
At 4th and D Streets S.W. 
Planned by Merchandise Mart 

Representatives of Chicago’s Merch¬ 
andise Mart explained their plans for 
a "design center" in S.W. to a skepti¬ 
cal ANC last month. 

The Merchandise Mart wants to use 
the site next to the S.W. Federal 
Metro stop (bonded by 4th, 3rd, D and 
Virginia Avenue - Parcel 27). They 
would renovate the Terminal Refrigerat¬ 
or Warehouse, and add a new building on 
the adjacent parking lots -to total 
428,000 square feet - and install show 
rooms for a variety of furniture and 
carpet firms. 

The site is now owned by the Re¬ 
development Land Agency (RLA - D.C.’s 
urban renewal agency) which - to the 
dismay of the ANC - gave the Chicago 
group an exclusive right to prepare de¬ 
velopment plans late last year. RLA 
has still to give its final approval. 

The Mart’s representatives spoke to 
the ANC glowingly of the benefits for 
the District - a big increase in prop¬ 
erty and other taxes, and a big share 
of new jobs for SW/SE residents. 

ANC commissioners asked what guaran¬ 
tees the Mart was prepared to offer 
that they would be different from 
others and how the developers could 
speak for their tenants. 

The Mart promised to give the ANC 
architectural drawings, an affirmative 
action plan, and the development sched¬ 
ule for the project. The issue is like 
ly to be discussed further at the March 
25 ANC meeting at St. Augustine/Temple 
Micah.

Tenants Buy Town Center West Apartments With $11,000,000 
Federal Loan; Form Cooperative 


The two apartment buildings on 6th 
St. S.W. in the Town Center complex have 
been purchased by the tenants of the 
buildings to form a cooperative. The 
group received a loan from the National 
Consumer Cooperative Bank totalling 
over $11 million for purchase and re¬ 
habilitation of the buildings. 

At a dedication ceremony February 28, 
D.C. Congressman Walter E. Fauntroy 
announced other cooperative housing 
ventures in D.C. which have received 
smaller loans from the bank. Fauntroy 
is a member of the Committee on Bank¬ 
ing, Finance and Urban Affairs which 
sponsored the legislation establishing 
the coop bank. He said that President 
Reagan is proposing to have the Co-op 
Bank's charter revoked.

Redistricting of Ward Boundaries, 
ANC Areas Due Soon 

WITH THE 1980 CENSUS FIGURES GRADU- 
ally coming out, many boundary lines 
will have to be redrawn to make sure 
that principles of "one person, one 
vote" are followed. 

In D.C. that means the boundaries 
of the 8 Wards will be redrawn so that 
they have equal population. Within the 
Wards, boundaries for the Advisory 
Neighborhood Commissionswill need ad¬ 
justing, more to keep from being split 
between two wards. ANCs do not have 
to be of equal size. Some have only 
a few thousand people; some are v§ry 
large. 

Within an ANC, however, boundaries 
will change so that Single Member 
Districts - each of which elects one 
ANC Commissioner - will have about the 
same population.

1980 Census Results for SW/SE 

As is true of the City of Washington 
as a whole, the 1980 census figures 
show that the Southwest/Southeast 
area where the Southwester is distri¬ 
buted Das fewer residents than in 1970. 
The 8 census tracts total 15,039 in 
1980 compared with 20,084 in 1970. In 
the absence of a breakdown by age and 
housing occupancy - census results not 
available for many-months - a descrip¬ 
tion of the 1980 and 19.70 population 
is difficult. Trends toward single 
occupancy and reductions in the number 
of school age children might be part 
of the change in SW/SE. 

Howard University student Kenneth 
Brewer is analyzing the 1980 census 
figures for The Southwester to see 
what changes might be necessary in 
the boundaries of Single Member Dist¬ 
ricts within the ANC area. 

Although the ethnic origin ques¬ 
tions were slightly different in the 
1980 census, it appears that there 
are about 2,200 fewer black residents 
in the SW/SE ANC 2D area and 2,800 
fewer white residents than in 1970.

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Saunders Visits Kunta Kinte's Village In Africa! ^ er e- People would stand'by 

------ - - 0 the tree to watch 


Richard Saunders, a Southwest resi¬ 


dent who is international editor of 
TOPIC, a State Department magazine dis¬ 
tributed in Africa, made a visit to the 
village of Juffure in The Gambia from 
which Kunte Kinte of Alex Haley’s book 
Roots was kidnapped into slavery. 

The following excerpt from an article 
by Saunders starts with Saunders spen¬ 
ding a night in .Keyla, a village where 
Kunte Kinte’s grandfather had been a 


holy man: 

About 9 p.m., the drums stall¬ 
ed, summoning people from all 
over the village. The only light 
came from the fire around 
which the villagers were clus¬ 
tered. To demonstrate their 
hospitality, the villagers slaugh¬ 
tered two or three chickens for 
us, cooked up some rice. As we 
were sitting on the ground, eat¬ 
ing, the talking drums were 
being beaten; it was almost like 
reliving Haley’s hook. They riot 
took his place 
before the fire, which was kept 
aflame by the young boys. He 
was head of the griots and his 
name was Jelimadi Baibate, 
and he talked to the people for 
several hours, telling them of 
their history. It gave me a pecu¬ 
liar feeling. Maybe 20 years 
from now, I, the tall, black 
American with the picture 
machine, will become a refer¬ 
ence point in time for this griot. 
The event could become a cal¬ 
endar date. 

H e spoke in a kind of ca¬ 
dence, much of the time ac¬ 
companied by the music_of 
drums and the kora, or 
lute. It reminded me of 
Sunday morning in a black 
Baptist church in the southern 
United States', when the minis¬ 
ter is really reaching his con¬ 
gregation. I think of such a 
minister now as an oral his¬ 
torian; he brought news into 
the community every Sunday. 
Certainly it’s a heritage from 
Africa. The gy'iot spoke until 
about 1:30 in the morning, stop¬ 
ping only when the grass for 


the fire ran out. 

From Keyla we went to Kan- 
gaba, where I photographed 
the sacred house, called the 
birthplace of the Mandi, or 
Mandingo people. This place, 
for hundreds of years, certainly 
as far back as Kunta Kinte 

(roughly 1760), was where the 
griots have come from. And 
Kinte’s grandfather, Kairaba 
Kunta Kinte, is in their narra¬ 
tive history of the Kinte family, 
and he did pass through Kan- 
gaba and Keyla. 1 queried the 
griots on that and they said, 
“Oh, very much so, yes.” 

This, of course, colored my 
whole experience later in Juf¬ 
fure. It was as though I had 
gone beyond Root s. Haley had 
not been in these villages^ 
though of course he was aware 
of them and mentions them in 
his book. We had added two 
more generations to the story. 

To get to Juffure in The 
Gambia, I had to go first to 
Dakar and from there to Ban¬ 
jul, the Gambian capital, where 
I took a boat up the Gambia 
River to Juffure. The river is 
huge. Haley tells about many 
Africans who were being taken 
out of that area who drowned 
themselves in the river rather 
than be slaves. Sitting in the 
stem of the boat, I could almost 
envision them jumping in the 
river to escape. 

The first thing that meets the 
eye on entering Juffure is the 
huge travelers’ tree, which is 
constantly referred to in Roots. 
As a child, Kunta Kinte played 


visitors approaching the vil¬ 
lage and give the signal for 
the elders to come and greet 
them. The tree still stands, 
though it is no longer alive. 
To the first person I saw in 
Juffure, I said through my 
interpreter: “I’m looking for 
Damba Kinte,” because I knew 
that he was the oldest male 
today in the village. And, 
through some remarkable coin¬ 
cidence, this man replied, “I am 
Damba Kinte.” 

I mmediately there was k 
meeting of the village elders, 
under the present travelers’ 
tree, not far from the old one. 
The village chief, or aliyyiayno, 
was Barkary Tall. They said, 
“This is where the slave traders 
took many of our brothers, 
many of our sisters, many of 
our fathers, many of our 
mothers.” 

I wanted to meet Binta Kinte, 
the widow of the gy'iot who had 
finally confirmed for Haley the 
story of his ancestor, Kunta 
Kinte. She was working in the 
fields, and I walked for an hour 
in the heat to find her and pho¬ 
tograph her. Then she said she 
would walk back with me, be¬ 
cause she wanted to show me 
her home and her hospitality. I 
went back to her compound and 
photographed her there with 
her youngest grandchild, Fatou 
Fofana Kinte. There was noth¬ 
ing ’prearranged. I could have 
gone to that village and found 
that everyone had gone to some 
celebration 100 kilometers away. 
But instead I met every living 
principal in the Roots tale. 

As a black American, travel¬ 
ing and working in Africa, I’ve 
visited many of the relics of 
slavery there—-Fort James in 
the Gambia River, Goree Is¬ 
land in Senegal, Cape Coast in 
Ghana and so on. They disturb 
me, yes. But Juffure is not just a 
monument to slavery—it is liv¬ 
ing. To me, nothing has had 
such an impact on black and 
white Americans alike as 
Roots. You stand there in Juf-

THESOUTHWESTER 
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D.C. Out of Money; Hopes 
To Sell Bonds To Pay Bills 

City services are going to be cut and 
taxes are going to be raised. The only 
question is: How much? 

That was the grim "bottom line" of a 
March 12 Town Hall meeting of SW/SE ANC 
2D. The meeting was called to discuss 
different ways of resolving the Dis¬ 
trict’s "accumulated budget deficit." 
Participating in the discussion were D.C 
Delegate Walter Fauntroy and represent¬ 
atives from the Mayor's office and the 
city council. 

According to Jazueline Helm, finan¬ 
cial adviser to D.C. Councilmember John 
Wilson, the District has overspent its 
income for 9 out of the last 13 years. 

As a result we started off the current 
fiscal year with past due bills totaling 
close to $400 million. City budget 
officials textimate that $180 million of 
this must be paid off this year. 

The audience wondered why we couldn't 
just keep "rolling over" our bills as we 
have been doing. The reason we can’t 
finance office representative Humber 
explained, is that we no longer use the 
U.S. Treasury as our checking bank. The 
Treasury used to pay our checks whether 
I).C. had enough money on deposit or not. 
Commercial banks won’t do this. In * 
addition, the courts have ordered the 
District to pay back the professional 
tax this year. 

Consequently, Fauntroy shid tnat city 
officials agreed with him that the' best 
solution would be to sell tax exempt 
bonds on the private market. The Dis¬ 
trict would have to pledge a tax - the 
sales taxes, for example, to pay off the 
interest and principal on the bonds. 

But even this approach would require 
Federal approval. Coincidentally, the 
night of the meeting, the Washington 
Star carried a report that several Cong 
ressmen, including Representative Julian 
Dixon, chairman of the House D.C. Appro¬ 
priations subcommittee, were opposed to 
this strategy. Asked about this, Faunt¬ 
roy said he had not seen the paper and 
expressed surprise. "You wait ’til I , 
catch him," vowed Fauntroy. "Julian will 
change his mind." 

What will happen if Dixon doesn't 
change his mind and the city can't sell 
bonds? Some observers think the city 
might be better off in the long run. 

Bonds will take care of the immediate 
need for cash, but .they will also add to 
the long-run city debt. Current propos¬ 
als require the city to pay $20million 
a y 2 ar in bond payments for the next 30 
years. Using bonds to pay off past debts 
could also interfere with the District’s 
ability to raise money for capital im¬ 
provement projects. 

Unhappily, according to Helm and 
Humber, even if the District can sell 
bonds it will still have to raise taxes 
and reduce services. If we don't sell 
bonds the numbers will just have to b^ 
bigger.

THE CURTIS CONNECTION 

By Richard F..Ward (author of 
"South and West of the Capitol Dome ," 
a history of the Southwest in D.C.) 

There aren’t many of today’s South- 
westers who can remember our neighbor¬ 
hood as it existed more than twenty 
years ago. But there is at least one - 
Joseph Owen Curtis. And Mr. Curtis is 
unique in that not only does he have 
his own remembrances of the old South¬ 
west, he’s permitted us to share those 
memories in a tangible way. You see, 
Mr. Curtis started taking pictures of 
his neighborhood as a schoolboy in the 
1920’s and he hasn’t stopped yet. Over 
the years he’s built up a collection of 
hundreds of 8 b*y 10, black and white 
photographs. And thanks to Mr. Curtis 
and Lessie Owens, Chief Librarian at 
the Southwest Branch Library, that col¬ 
lection is available for your education 
and entertainment. 

Joseph Curtis was born in a house on 
Delaware Avenue, right across the 
street from the Randall Elementary 
School, which is where the Southwest 
Health Center now stands. Most of the 
pictures in the collection are taken 
from the streets and of ttie houses, 
stores-and playgrounds in the area 
bounded by South Capitol and 4th (for¬ 
merly 4ts) Streets and between D on the 
north and M on the south. 

Ms. Owens tells me that the entire 
collection will be made into slides in 
a few weeks and available to the public 
for viewing at the library on a screen. 
Incidentally, she also tells me that 
she’s rounding up as many old-timers 
as she can to video-tape their remem¬ 
brances of the old' Southwest. She al¬ 
ready has fifteen commitments and can 
use more. j

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Are They Flunking Math and 
Reading in SW/SE Schools? 

After two years of using the Com¬ 
petency Based Curriculum to concentrate 
on basics, the first three grades in D.C. 
elementary schools are now being tested 
in Math and Reading with the possibility 
that some student's will have to repeat 
their grade instead of being promoted to 
the next grade starting next fall. 

Taking the results at one S.W. school 
- Amidon - as an example, not many stu¬ 
dents will fail to make the grade. Al¬ 
though 55 of the 150 first, second and 
third-graders at Amidon were in trouble 
in February, only 12 or 18 are expected 
to be in enough trouble by the end of 
the school year to have to repeat a 
grade. 

Twenty-three students were weak in 
both Math and Reading, six in Math alone, 
and 26 in Reading alone. Students had 
been .rated according to a long check¬ 
list of skills they should have learned. 
Third graders, for example, are rated 
by a checklist with this item: "Multi¬ 
ply a one-digit number by a one-digit 
number." That is. a critical skill they 
should have mastered. An example of 
a non-critical skill on the 3rd Grade 
checklist for math is: "Identify Roman 
numerals up to 40." 

In reading skills for third-graders, 
the checklist includes: "Identify sim- 
ilieSj" "Identify metaphores," "Dis¬ 
tinguish true and false statements."

IN RESPONSE TO COMPLAINTS FROM SOUTHWEST RESIDENTS, BRANIFF 
International has ordered its pilots "not to use this particu¬ 
lar departure route” over Southwest. 

A letter from Thomas J. Pryor, Director of Customer Services 
for Braniff, to Brian P. Moore, President of the Southwest 
Neighborhood Assembly, states: 

"Thank you for your letter of May 15th, in which you expres¬ 
sed your disapproval of Braniff flights turning over your neigh¬ 
borhood when departing National Airport. 

"Mr. Moore, please accept our apologies for the annoyance 
that we have caused your community. 

"Since the departure route was one of the approved north¬ 
bound departures from National Airport, our Pilots were not 
aware of the problem they were causing you. 

"...we want to be good neighbors. Once again, please accept 
our apologies. I think the actions we have taken will alle¬ 
viate the problem."

THE RENTAL ACCOMODATIONS OFFICE 
(RAO) will hold a "show cause" hearing 
concerning■ 9: 30 am, 
Thursday, June 25 in the SW Branch 
Library. 

According to the city's rent admin¬ 
istrator, Dorothy Kennison, "there is 
probable cause to believe that the land¬ 
lord has violated the provisions of D.C. 
Law 3-87" which prohibits the conver¬ 
sion of apartments into hotels. 

First tenants and then homeowners 
close by have protested changes at 800 
4th. Originally called the "Capitol 
Park Apartments,” the landlord - Con¬ 
gressman James H. Scheuer - now calls 
the building "Capitol Park Internation¬ 
al." 

Using what tenants call "conversion 
by attrition," Scheuer has stopped rent¬ 
ing apartments as_they become vacant, 
turning them instead into "transient 
occupancy" rooms. 

As a result, the Rental Accomoda¬ 
tions Commission recently upheld a 
finding of the RAO that said that 
Scheuer's "transient occupancy" rates 
exceeded the rent control ceiling. The 
RAC also ruled that Scheuer was subject 
to a $2,500 fine for refusing to turn 
over his rental records. 

Residents in the Town Square town- 
houses and Capitol Park Condominiums 
have complained to ANC 2-D of the 
noise, traffic problems and presence 
of tour buses on their streets. 

ANC 2-D has come out strongly a- 
gainst allowing conversion of 800 4th 
to a hotel, saying it would violate the 
SW urban renewal plan. Opponents of 
the conversion are urging concerned 
area residents to be in attendance at 
the June 25 hearing.

Electric Rates And Regulate Taxis 

Dr. Wesley H. Long, Southwest resi¬ 
dent and coummunity activist since 1973 
spoke at the Southwest Neighborhood As¬ 
sembly meeting recently on his new role 
as a member of the Public Service Com¬ 
mission for D.C. 

The PSC sets rates which D.C. users 
must pay for gas, electricity, telephone 
(local rates) and taxis, and also lic¬ 
enses stockbrokers. The accounting 
system used by utility companies is set 
by the PSC, as is the regulations called 
"the consumer bill of rights." 

Long described his work as somewhat 
like a judge decising a case. A utility 
company requests a rate increase, pre¬ 
sents its reasons and dost information. 
The PSC holds a hearing. Groups that may 
appear to dispute the utility company 
are t^ie D.C. People’s Council (an offic¬ 
ial consumer advocate), the General Ser¬ 
vices Administration (the Federal Govern¬ 
ment is the largest utilities consumer 
in D.C..), the District Government and 
Metro who are concerned about the cost 
of street lighting and power used for 
the subways, respectively. 

Any decision of the PSC may be chal¬ 
lenged in court. 

Long was appointed by Mayor Barry in 
March; 1980. He was a member of the 
SW/SE ANC 2-D from 1976 through 1979 and 
has been active on the Save Our Mall 
committee. He is a PhD and was a re¬ 
search economist in the Department of 
Commerce. 

As a member of the PSC he is conscious 
of the change from the days when he

Merchandise Mart Promises Affirmative Action 



Representatives of Chicago’s Merch¬ 
andise Mart returned for their second 
meeting with ANC 2-D on March 25.

The Commissioners repeatedly cited ex¬ 
amples of other developers who had prom¬ 
ised jobs to area residents but failed 
to follow through. 

Several criticized the Chicago com¬ 
pany for failing to get community in¬ 
put in the hiring a "Minority Business 
and Employment Gfficdr." 

Lyman and Kennedy said they would do 
all they could to lvie "up to their 
commitments. They promised to rewrite 
their affirmative action plan to take 
the community comments into account. 

Final approval of the Merchandise 
Mart's plans is pending before the 
District’s Redevelopment Land Agency.

New Zoning For Greenleaf; Hearing Sep. 14 



A hearing has been set by the D.C. 
Zoning Commission to decide whether to 
make permanent a new zoning designation 
for the Greenleaf Annex housing north 
of M Street and the Greenleaf housing 
south of M St. S.W. at Delaware Av'e. 

Both complexes are in the Southwest 
Urban Renewal Area and had not been 
given zoning designation. In taking 
emergency action to zone- tba^area 5 --tm=- 
porarily, the commission followed a 
city planning department recommendation 
from 1976 which makes Greenleaf Annex 
an R-5-A zone (multiple housing up to 
40 feet in height) and Greenleaf high- 
rise area R-5-B (maximum 60 feet). 

The hearing will probably be at

The case has arisen because the 
Delaware Ave. Baptist Church at 1105 
Delaware Ave. S.W. requested a building 
permit and discovered that zoning had 
not been adopted for the area in 1958 
when the rest of the city was zoned.

x&g,u.la.t.ft. Mlgixt, density and use for 

most of Southwest until 1996 apparently 
do not control land which was owned by 
the National Capital Housing Authority 
but only land bought up by the Redevel¬ 
opment Land Agency. Both were federal 
agencies and were transferred to the 
city by the 1973 D.C. Home Rule Act.

Redrawing lines for the 
small single member districts from 
which ANC members and SWNA board mem¬ 
bers are elected is also expected. 

Ward boundary changes determine what 
other neighborhoods join (or vie) with 
you in electing one member to the city 
council and one to the school board.

For $ 1.6 Million Plus 

THE SOUTHWEST/SOUTHEAST DEVELOPMENT 
Corporation (SEDCO) has received commit¬ 
ments from 2 developers interested in 
building on city-owned land at 12th and 
Maine A\fle. S.W. One developer has prom¬ 
ised payment to SEDCo of $1,611,000 over 
the developmental life of their $325 
million hotel and business office pro¬ 
posal estimated as 1982to 1987.

Advisory Neighborhood Commissions - Part Of Home Rule 

Each neighborhood in D.C. - 36 neighborhoods in all - has elected 
its own Advisory Neighborhood Council. This was a provision of the 
Home Rule Act adopted in 1973 by Congress and signed into law by the 
President. These neighborhood spokespersons are elected for two 
year terms in the fall of odd numbered years on separate ballots 
but with the official city election for School Board members. 

In SW/SE the ANC has 9 members. They are not elected at large, 
which would enable one part of the neighborhood by having a heavy 
turnout at the polls to control several or all of the members. 

Rather each one is elected from a separate few blocks called a 
Single Member District containing about 2,000 people in the 1970 
census. 

ANCs advise higher levels of government on neighborhood views 
on zoning, streets, recreation, education, sanitation, planning, etc.

Sugar Ray Leonard Day 
Originated By Cong. Fauntroy 


The "Nation’s Capital Salute to 
Sugar Ray Leonard Day" was originated 
by D.C. Congressman Walter E. Fauntroy. 
He introduced H. Con. Res. 186 ex¬ 
pressing the sense of the Congress 
that the day should be designated. The 
resolution reads: 

"Whereas Sugar Ray Leonard became the 
Olympic boxing champion for his weight 
class in 1976 while representing the 
United States; 

"Whereas Sugar Ray Leonard is today 
the undisputed World Welterweight Box¬ 
ing Champion; 

"Whereas Sugar Ray Leonard showed the 
world uncommon courage and determina¬ 
tion and overcame tremendous odds, in¬ 
cluding an eye injury, while gaining 
his title; and 

"Whereas Sugar Ray Leonard’s matchless 
skill, courage, and fortitude are an 
inspiration to the youth of our Nation: 
Now, therefore, be it 
RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA¬ 
TIVES ( THE SENATE CONCURRING), That 
it is the sense of the Congress that 
September 23, 1981, should be desig¬ 
nated and considered as the "Nation's 
Capital Salute to Sugar Ray Leonard 
Day." 

Sugar Ray Leonard won the first 
Walter E. Fauntroy Boxing Tournament 
in 1972. Fauntroy, chairman of the 
Congressional Black Caucus awarded 
Leonard a YOUTH IMAGE AWARD in con¬ 
junction with the legislative week¬ 
end of the caucus.

"Small Bus" Routes For 
S.W./S.E Discussed 

A small bus service between Water¬ 
side Mall and the L Enfant Plaza sub¬ 
way stop might be started by the city. 
It could fill in for loss of the 
"Downtowner” bus that used to con¬ 
nect Waterside Mall to downtown. 

The SWN Assembly has questioned:'-'cr¬ 
use of unused highway funds to buy 
small buses. Construction of Metro to 
the Waterside Mall stop should be com¬ 
pleted first, a recent assembly reso¬ 
lution stated. 

Councilmember Jerry Moore, a city 
representative on the METRO Board, 
has written the assembly that $400 
million is committed for construction 
of the Greenline that will serve Wa¬ 
terside Mall. An extra $1.8 million 
that cannot be used for that purpose 
is being discussed for the small bus 
plan, according to Councilmember Moore. 

The city transportation depart¬ 
ment proposed route for small buses 
starts at L Enfant Plaza with a pos¬ 
sible extension beyond Waterside Mall 
to- Half St. and P SW. Gottlieb C. 
Simon, ANC 2-D executive director has 
written the city suggesting an 'exten¬ 
sion to 5th and K and L SE. 

Simon wrote: "This route would add 
several community facilities to the 
bus route: Southwest Health Center at 
Delaware and Eye, S.W., Randall School 
(to be converted to DHS or other pub¬ 
lic use) at Half and Eye, S.W., the 
Skyline Inn at South Capitol, DHS 
Clinic at 2nd and K S.E. , the Arthur 
Capper Multi-Purpose Center at 5th , 
and K, S.E., Carroll (Senior Citizen) 
Apts, at 4th and L, S.E., and the SW 
Post Office at Half and L, S.W."

(Excerpts from Proposed By-Laws of 
SEDCO (Southwest/Southeast Economic 
Development Corporation) 

Article I- Name 
Article II - Objective 
"...maximize community control over 
community economic development...pro¬ 
vide economic opportunities...in bus¬ 
iness ventures, employment, skills de¬ 
velopment. ..

Article III - Office Location 
Article IV - Membership 1. Eligibility 
—Residents of near Southwest/South¬ 
east D.C. (i.e. of the Advisory Neigh¬ 
borhood Commission 2D area) who are 18 
years of age or older shall be eligible 
to be members of the Corporation. All 
persons who were geographically eli- 
; gible for Corporation membership as of 

the ratification of these By-Laws shall 
continue to be geograjhically eligible 
throughout the life of the Corporation.

Airline Stops Noisy Flights 

Delta Airlines has spelled out its 
intention to avoid flights over S.W., 

In a letter to ANC 2-D Chairperson 
W. Lloyd Reeves, Senior Vice Presi¬ 
dent Frank F. Fox stated: 

"We are aware that some flight crews 
were at one time requesting a right 
turn after takeoff from Runway 36 in 
order to save time and fuel. However, 
this practice was promptly discontin¬ 
ued when the noise problem was brought 
to our attention. 

"Instructions currently contained 
in the pilots Jeppesen Manual require 
flights departing Runway 36 to proceed 
northwest following the Potomac River 
until abeam Georgetown and thence con¬ 
tinue over the river or via the 326 
degree radial of the DCA VOR until 
past the 10 mile DME of the VOR. 

"...Delta fully intends to do its 
part in protecting the Washington resi¬ 
dential areas from undesirable noise."
